The State board of valuation flxea 
the acri;rct;atc amount of railroad fran- 
cbUe« to be certified to the varlou* 
counties at $W, 408,184.

Paying as they do a 
full assessment on their tangible prop- 
erty to the State, counties, towns and 
schools, this extra tax seems to be In 
the nature of a hardship on the roads, 
which 1s likely to react on the State.
